‘Former Commissioner to Chicago’s 
World’s Fair Shot Down 


Near His Store. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NEW YORK, July 23.—As he stepped 
out on the sidewalk from his stor@® on 
East Seventeenth street, near Union 
Square, Hoohanes Tavshanjian, a 
wealthy rug importer and Persian com- 
missioner to the Chicago World’s Fair 
in 1893, was shot and almost instantly 
killed. 

The assassin, a shabbily dressed Ar- 
menian, who was arrested after a. chase 
of several blocks, declared he came 
here from Chicago especially to kill 
the merchant. The prisoner said he 
was Beros Hampartzoomian, 24 years 
old, of Chicago. 

According to the police the prisoner 
said he killed Tavshanjian because the 
merchant had refused to contribute for 
the financing of a revolution in Ar- 
menia against Turkish rule. 

“TI killed him to save my country,” 
the man told the police. ‘“‘We asked him 
for money; he had plenty; he would 
give nothing.” 

The shooting occurred at a busy hour 
of the day in the heart of the crowd- 
ed shopping district and caused much 
excitement. The assassin was pursued 
by crowds, and when close pressed he 
turned and fired at them with a re- 
volver, seriously wounding Robert 
Brown, °*6, a clerk. He was Overpow- 
ered by policemen.

The coatless knight 
with his Rosinante in shafts and his 
Sancho Panza on the rear step of his 
wagon full of good things to eat sallies 
forth no more to rescue from hunger a 
host of fair Dulcineas at the postern 
gates of five-room flats. 

The huckster is without profit In his 
own country. So he has left a thank- 
less world to hustle for its green goods 
and he has gone fishing. 

Or maybe you will find him over in 
the wheat belt of Illinois garnering the 
golden grain and gathering a harvest of 
sheckels with five drinks of whisky a 
day to keep him on the job. 

Hucksters Mighty Searce. 

There are hucksters in St. Louis, but 
they are mighty scarce. Last year 75 
were licensed, but this season there are 
less than 200. 

Extremely high wholesale prices and 
the scarcity of the staple good things 
which householders usually buy from 
wagons, have cut down the peddlers’ 
profits to such an extent that most of 
them do not feel justified in paying the 
city HMcense fee, which, they say, is 
burdensome even when business is at 
its best. 

“We can’t set anything out of it this 
year,’’ said a peddler of long experience, 
ag he stopped at the entrance to a South 
Side alley and squeezed a sponge over 
his horse’s head. 

Must Pay $15 Tax. 

“The city taxes us $15 a year for a 
one-horse wagon and $25 a year for 
a two-horse wagon. That's pretty steep 
seeing that our season last only about 
three months. We've got to clear about 
$ a day to keep going. Out of this 
we must pay for the keep of our horses 
and the care of our wagon.

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A THIRD-TERM POSSIBILITY. 

Interesting possibilities are suggested in an 
article wired the Post-Dispatch from our Wash- 
fngton bureau, concerning the growing predomi- 
mance of Roosevelt appointees on the Federal 
bench. It shows that Roosevelt policies may be 
adjudicated by Roosevelt appointees before the 
end of his present term. 

_ At present, one-third of the membership of the 
Wnited States Supreme Court; 12, or 41.7 per cent 
of the 29 Circuit judges, and 42, or 52.5 per cent 
of the 80 District judges, are Roosevelt appointees. 
By the end of his present term it will be possible 
for him to have appointed seven, or 78 per cent 
of the nine justices of the Supreme Court; 17, or 
B9 per cent of the Circuit judges, and 47, or 59 
per cent of the District judges. Of course, an- 
other term ‘would give him a commanding ma- 
jority of all the courts. Should he remain in office 
another term; the Roosevelt judges will over- 
whelmingly predominate and will absolutely con- 
trol the decisions of all the Federal courts. 

_ In army and navy promotions, President Roose- 
velt has been extremely active. Officers of his 
gelection have been pushed to the most important 
posts. Of course, the vast army of appointive 
office holders are Roosevelt men. This possibility 
of the growth of the presidential influence in the 
courts, the army, the navy and the civil service, is 
an interesting study for the American people. It 
shows how the direct personal power and influence 
of the President grows with each successive term. 
It supplies practical proof of the value of the two- 
term tradition. 

We.do not say that Mr. Roosevelt will take an- 
other nomination if it is offered him. We do not 
gay that if he shall take the nomination and be 
elected, that he ‘has any desire to be a dictator. 
But. we do say that if he should be elected and 
ghould have the desire to intrench himself, he 
would have powerful influence in his hands to util- 





 $ge to that end. His friends will be in control 
t of the courts, the army, the navy and all the civil 
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offices. 
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mind, a man whom the law leaves at liberty, 
whom it guards in the exercise of the fullest pos- 
sible liberty, must respect the rights of persons 
and the rights of property of all other men.

As a remedy, it is imperfect at best. And if it 
is not applied equally to all, regardless of wealth 
or position, it is a total failure.

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A second Daniel has come to judgment in Jus- 
tice O’Hallaron, who is acting Judge of the Day- 
ton Street Police Court. Judge O’Hallaron not 
only perrffitted all persons in his courtroom to 
take off their coats, but ordered the policemen 
present, who were afraid to violate the manual, to 
remove them, on penalty of contempt. And this 
suggests a reform in police uniforms. The present 
summer uniforms are somewhat lighter than the 
winter suits, but are quite heavy, and the police 
are required to keep the coats buttoned in military 
fashion.

Judge Pritchard made open threats 
from the bench against Judge Reynolds 
of the Asheville Police Court, who im- 
posed fines against ticket agents and 
sent them to the chain gang and threats 
against others who swore out warrants 
against ticket agents. Judge Reynolds 
had threatened to jail Judge Pritchard 
if he interfered with his court, and 
Pritchard turns the table. 

Governor Promised Protection. 

Gov. Glenn ordered Reynolds, over 
the long-distance telephone, upon the ar- 
rest of Wood and Wilson, to proceed 
with the trial of his cases in court and 
to notify Superior Court Solicitor Mark 
W. Brown to prosecute in the Police 
Court and to resist to the utmost the 
release of the defendants. 

The message was significant. Gov. 
Glenn promised armed protection to the 
State officers. Gov. Glenn says: 

“I regret this conflict. I want it set- 
tled. If the railroads will acquiesce In 
the law, then no further indictments 
will be made.”’ 

He says, however, that if the railroads 
do not obey the law he will instruct 
the State’s attorney to aid the solicitors 
of the State in sending new Dills and 
prosecuting the railroads until they do 
obey. In his formal statement, he says: 

“l am not guilty of usurpation, as 
sme railroad organizations contend, in 
thus trying to enforce the violated law, 
but simply as the executive officer of 
the State executing the law as the State 
constitution requires me to do. 

“My duty is to see that all persons 
violating the law are punished. S50, 
whether it be in prosecuting alleged 
lynchers, as I am now doing in 
Union County, or trying to stop rail- 
roads from setting at naught the de- 
clared will of the people through its 
Legislature, I intend, without needless- 
ly harassing individuals or railroads, to 
try to enforce the laws now being per- 
sistently and defiantly vfolated by those 
raillroads.’”’ 


RIGHTS OF GOVERNORS 
ARE ENTITLED TO RESPECT 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, July 23. — The World 
says: 

“Had Judge Pritchard in the North 
Carolina rate cases followed the com- 
mon sense example set by Judge Mc- 
Pherson in the Missouri rate cases 
there would be no conflict between Fed- 
eral and State authorities. 

“The Missouri Legislature at its last 
session enacted a maximum freight rate 
law and a 2-cent passenger rate law. 

“The State authorities undertook to 
enforce these acts and the railroads 
went into the United States District 
Court for an injunction on the usual 
grounds. Judge McPherson straight- 
ened out the tangle by holding the pe- 
tition until the effect of the act could 
be proved by facts, not theories. As he 
expressed it, the 2-cent law should be 
put into effect until it can be ascer- 
tained by actual experience whether 
2 cents will be remunerative. 

“If at the end of two or three months 
the figures of operation show that the 
rate is unreasonable, Judge McPher- 
son will issue a writ of injunction. 

North Carolina Case Similar. 

“The North Carolina case could easily 
have been disposed of in the same way. 
The railroads made the same kind of 
plea. The Southern lawyere represent- 
ed that a.rate of 2% cents would so 
diminish revenues as to amount to con- 
fiscation of property, but no facts were 
presented or-could be presented to sus- 
tain the contention. 

‘Instead of following Judge McPher- 
son’s example in the Missouri case, 
Judge Lacombe’s example in the New 
York 80-cent gas case, except that he 
has finally declared the act invalid 
without showing that the rate was un- 
reasonable. 

“Without questioning in the slightest 
| degree the good intentions or the good 
'faith of Federal 
| original jurisdiction in cases like that 
in North Carolina, it is proper to point 
out that State Legislatures, State 
courts and State executives have con- 
stitutional rights which are entitled to 
respect. The growing tendency to as- 
sume that an act of 4 State Legisla- 
ture is unconstitutional because a cor- 
poration says it !s, that justice will 
not be administered in State courts and 
that the Federal courts must intervene 
en every possible occasion—ali this is 
bound to inspire resentment and pro- 
voke conflict. A centralized judiciary 
may be no more desirable than any 
other kind of centralized government.”

HIS MOTHER'S 
COOKING LURED 
HUSBAND AWAY 


Attorneys Assert This Is Ade- 
quate Excuse for Ab- 
sences From Home. 





That St. Loufs husbands have thé 
right to remain away from their wives 
on Sunday, and have the right to de 
many other things to which some wives 
object, is the contention made by Attor- 
neys Judson and Green in 4 memoran- 
dum filed in support of their demurrer 
to the divorce petition of Mrs. Nellie 
Holschbach against John P. Holsch- 
bach, a dentist at 1101 South Sixth street. 

In her divorce petition, filed April 18, 
Mrs. Holschbach alleged that her hus- 
band ate his Sunday meals at his moth- 
er’s home and three days each week he 
took dinner with his mother. When he 
did go home, she alleged, he arrived 
anywhere from 8 to ll in the evening, 
and insisted that she prepare dinner at 
that hour. 

Instead of remaining with her on Sun- 
day, she alleged, he went driving with 
his relatives and he frequently took their 
little daughter out Sunday to visit them, 
leaving her at home. A closing allega- 
tion was that although his income 
amounted to from $300 to $500 a month, 
he did not employ a servant, but com- 
pelled her to carry the coal upstairs to 
their second-story flat. The suit was 
filed by Attorney J. Hugo Grimm. 

Dr. Holschbach filed a demurrer, 
which was overruled by Judge Kinsey, 
before whom the case will go to trial. 

Mother’s Cooking Praised. 

The memorandum in support of the de- 

,urrer takes issue with the logic of the 
petition. In one place it says: 

“All history and poetry have united 
in praising our mothers’ cooking, and 
no man can be blamed for taking an 
occasional meal at his mother’s hore.” 

In support of man’s right to be away 
from his wife on Sunday, it says: 

‘Many St. Louls husbands are accus- 
tomed to spend Sundays at the Log 
Cabin Club, or St. Louis or University 
clubs, rather than in the society of 
their wives, but most of these would be 
astonished if told that that would be 
sufficient cause for divorce. 

‘‘Most mothers,”’ it continues, ‘‘in these 
days of nervous prostration, are only too 
glad to be relieved from the strain and 
toil of caring for children occasionally. 
We know of no rule of law or prece- 
dent which requires a husband to take 
his wife to the theater and other places 
of amusement.”’ 

Commendable to Care for Mother, 

Regarding the allegation that he took 
his mother driving, leaving his wife at 
home, the memorandum says: 

“This, we submit, is frivolous. It was 
highly commendable in this defendant 
to take his mother and sister out riding. 

“This is the first time we ever heard 
it claimed that the law requires a man 
to furnish his wife a household servant. 
It is not claimed that plaintiff was un- 
able to do her own work. Plaintiff may 
have needed this exercise to prevent the 
ccumulation of surplus avoirdupois.” 

In his reply to this memorandum, At- 
torney Grimm expresses the opinion that 
the case should be considered much 
more seriously. 

“The destruction of the domestic tie,” 
the reply says, “‘the separation of a man 
and wife are rather too serious matters 
to be treated lightly and in a jocular 
manner. If he (Holschbach) could not 
hire help, he could at least have car- 
ried the coal up himself.’’ 

Judge Kinsey took up the demurrer for 
consideration Monday and overruled it. 
This will bring the case up for trial at 
the next term of court.

Collection Contains Rare Silver 
Pieces From the Mints of 
Many Countries. 
Mr. Crowder, a harness maker of 
Princeton, Ind., has in his possession 
what is said to be one of the most valua- 
ble collections of rare coins to be found, 
Says a correspondent of that city. Mr. 
Crowder has collected coins since he 
was a small boy and he now has a list 
of about 1500 of them, some of which 
are valuable. He also has a fine collec- 
tion of “‘shin plasters” and stamps from 
nearly every country on the globe. 
There are eight pleces that were 
coined before the Christian era. The 
oldest of these is the “Persian Daric’”’ 
and was coined B. C. 465. An illustra- 
tion of this coin may be found in all 
old pictorial Bibles. He also has “The 
Widow's Mite,’’ which is one of the most 
valuable. These coins are very crude, 
having been hammered out of some soft 
metal, yet are in perfect condition. 
Gid Roman and Greek Coins. 
The next oldest coin in the collection 
bears the date of 1077. Many others 
ear, the date of 1200. These are main- 
lv Roman and Greek coins and the hie- 
ryglyphics on the reverse side are quite 
distinct. Thre are also some rare 
Abyssinian coins of ancient coinage. 
His old English colns are very 
rare, one of these, a 2-pence plece, 
bearing the date of 1717. It is about 
one-fourth of an inch thick and near- 
ly two inches in diameter, 
In the list are specimens of the first 
money ever coined in the United 
States, dated 1793. Previous to thig 
date Spanish coins were very much 
used in this country, and Mr. Crow- 
der has many of these. 
Half Dollar of 1808, 
Mr. Crowder has a half dollar dated 
1808, which has never been spent, and 
is now in as good condition as when 
first minted. He accounts for this 
fact as foliows: Nearly all the half 
dollars of 1808 were received bv the 
Economites, a religious sect of Phila- 
delphia, who resemble the Qu irsse tn 
many respects, In 1812 just pn % “ea 
the war W ith iD nz: land, the Ec mn sts 
buried all their money for safe keen- 
ing. This moncy was not disturbed 
until 1815, when the Economists dug 
up their hoard and paid off their hands 
who were employed in their factories. 
the wages being paid in half dollars. 
Ar Englishman, who received severa} 
of these, saved two of them. Mr. 
‘rowder afterward met this man and 
ne given one of these half dollars. 
Thus the coin, nearly a century old, 
has never been spent and it now is 
in as good condition as when issued.

WHEAT CLOSED 


FRACTION LOWER 


Trading Light and Entirely Profes- 
Sionals—Northwestern Dam- 
age Reports Continue. 


CABLES ARE DISAPPOINTING 


Other Grains in Good Demand— 
Cash Markets Firm—Brad- 
Stret’s Decreased. 


There was some quite heavy selling of 
local wheat late in Tuesday's session, 
and the close was about Sc lower for 
the day. 

Liverpool wheat closed %d lower, Ber- 
lin wheat %c higher, and Budapest 
wheat %c¢ lower. Bradstreet reports a 
decrease of 1,554,000 bushels in wheat 
east of the Rocky Mountains and in 
Canada, a@ decrease of 4,100,000 bushels 
in wheat in Europe and afloat, and a to- 
tal decrease of 5,654,000 bushels in the 
world’s visible supply of wheat. The 
European visible supply is now 63,120,000 
bushels. 

The local market was dull and feature- 
less during most of the session. Trad- 
ing was confined almost entirely to 
scalping operations on the part of pit 
traders, and the price movement was 
slow. The disappointing cables which 
followed our sharp advance caused 
some letting go of long wheat bought 
yesterday, and the opening’ was weak. 
There was not much pressure, however, 
and under some further bullish crop 
treports from the Northwest prices ad- 
vanced sharply. Too much rain is com- 
plained of in many sections of the spring 
wheat crop, and several unconfirmed re- 
ports of black rust was received. 

The Northwestern movement has fall- 
en off slightly and stocks there are 
still decreasing. The movement to the 
Western markets is still very light and 
the shipping demand rather backward. 
The weather in most fwinter wheat 
states is clear, but threatening, and the 
uncertain conditions ure causing some 


uneasiness on both sides. Threshing is 
progressing favorably and a good yield 
is indicated. Despite tne lower cables 
ther was a good demand from abroad, 
the seaboard reporting good bids. Ear- 
ly messages reported 25 loads marked 
from the seaboard. 

Future prices, after opening weak, 
moving in a very small range early in 
the day, advancing sharply and sag- 
ging back again, closed %@%4c lower for 
the day.

Wife of Nebraska Man, Influenced 
by Sermon on “Conscience,” 
Reveals Passion. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LINCOLN, Neb., July 23.—Induced to 


confess why her affections had been 
transferred from her husband by a pow- 
erful sermon on ‘‘Conscience,’’ preached 
by her pastor, Dr. Ferguson, Mrs. A. 
E. Cross of University place, a Metho- 
dist College suburb of this city, recent- 
ly told her husband of her love for the 
pastor. 

The latter had been boarding with the 
Cross family for months. The husband 
had never suspected anything until a 
hint was dropped by the pastor him- 
self, in which he told the husband the 
wife was losing ber interest in her 
family. The result has been the tworst 
church scandal in the history of Ne- 
braska Methodism. A preliminary 
church trial was held in which the 
pastor was held for trial at the Sep- 
tember conference. 

In this case Chancellor Huntington of 
Weslyan University has taken an active 
part against the pastor, and the Chan- 
cellor is now filling the church pulpit. 

“Dr. Ferguson is a wonderfully mag- 
netic person,’ said -Mrs. Cross when 
asked if he possessed hypnotic powers. 
“IT do not Know that he possesses hyp- 
notic powers, but he is a man who 
wields a wonderful influgnce over one.” 
Friends of the Cross family guard 
the woman against making statements, 
and every effort is being made to close 
every avenue of information, so far as 
talk by the witnesses is concerned. 

Dr. Ferguson, in articles written for 
the newspapers, has said the woman's 
confession is made to break up a court- 
ship. He was paying attentions to an- 
other woman, high in the church, and 
known as a liberal donor to the college 
building purposes. Mr. Cross was jeal- 
ous and Dr. Ferguson says she told the 
story with no idea that it would result 
in charges being made to the church. 
“It was not the powerful sermon that 
caused her to confess,’’ said one of her 
advisers. ‘‘It was the burden of con- 
science that caused her to reveal a hid- 
den gin.’’ 
University place is peopled with su- 
peranuated Methodist ministers and 
church college professors. The story 
that the pastor had done wrong was 
spread rapidly, and, before the princi- 
pals really knew how serious tthe af- 
fair would become, a church trial was 
ordered.
